Washington, for the 
Storm'King held sway, and his 
threatening banners hung over the 
mountains, giving a weirdness to 
the.solemn majesty of the scene.

brief New. England summer. 


walking the streets of our pleasant 
village (I claim an interest in it), 
I asked myself Avhqthei^l. was an 
impartial judge of tho' merits'-Mjf 
its beautiful scenes and situations. 
The answer Came to me that com 
parative strangers who have no 
local pride in the town or state, 
have passed the same verdict 
which seemed so just to me. The 
grand and everlasting mountains, 
the equaily enduring and peaceful 
valleys with their flowing stream 
and broad intervals, the quiet and 
cleanly village with its elm-arched 
streets, form beautiful pictures not 
excelled “ elsewhere. Doubtless 
such scenes inspired the New Eng 
lander, who wrote of the western 
prairies," 

“Tour western boundaries are 3 grand 
Beyond all praise. 

But still New England shall command 
My thoughts and lays.”

Weight Before and After Meals. 

Wliy is it that a raan does not weigh 
a pound more after eating a pound of 
food than he did«beforo? A little reflec¬ 
tion will readily explain this apparent 
mystery. During the process of masti¬ 
cation, deglutition, etc., certain muscles 
are brought into active play. Now it is 
.a well established fact in physiology 
that the exercise of any muscle or set of 
muscles necessitates a temporary waste 
.of tissue, and that a certain amount of 
carbon is eliminated and passed off dur¬ 
ing the course of a meal. This loss,' 
however, is trifling as compared with 
that of respiration and perspiration, 
both of which functions are increased 
during the operation of making a meal. 

The length of time one may take to 
consume a pound of food makes but lit¬ 
tle difference in the losses. If it be eaten 
leisurely there is but slight increase of 
respiration or perspiration, whereas, if 
it be hurried through, both are abnor¬ 
mally accelerated. Hence by the time 
the meal is finished the consumer has 
lost appreciably in both moisture and 
carbonic acid. •’
